leader was the victim of a vast 
murder conspiracy, not a lone 
assassin. 

( The family had sued Loyd 
Jowcrs, a retired Memphis busi- 
nessman who claimed six years 
ago that he paid someone other 
than James Ea rl Ray to kill Ki ng 
‘ "TTi (• ' Tun uly’fTI a wy cr claim e d djat 
the government, the Mafia and 
the military were involved. 

After three hours of delibera- 
tions, die jury of six blacks and 
six whites awarded the Kings just 
S100 in damages.. 

The family had asked for a 
- rokOTnmounrbecau^'what.they - 
■wanted most was for the jury to 
find.evidence of a conspiracy and 
lend jppport to. their call for a 
new investigation into the killing. 
‘Tm just so happy to see that the 
people have spoken,” King’s son 
Dexter said. “This is what we’ve 
always asked for." 

Ray confessed to killing King 
and was sentenced to 99 years in 
prison. He spent the' rest of his 
life claiming to be innocent and 
trying to get a trial. He died from 
Jivcr disease Jast year.
